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TO TIE UNDER SECRETARY, HOME DEPARTMENT. 


Sir,—The conditions obtaining in Queensland, for some years past, with respect to that section of 
Social Science, which is based on the records of the births, marriages, and deaths of the population, have 
been hardly satisfactory as illustrative of material and moral progress. Both the birth and marriage 
rates have been low, and have exhibited signs of still further decline, and although the ratio of deaths 
have borne evidence to the salubrity of the climate of the State, yet the loss of child life from causes that 
tay be classed as preventable is too great, and unless some improvement results in this direction, the 
ratio of mortality will certainly advance with the changing age condition of the people. 

In 1903 there were fewer births and marriages registered and more deaths recorded than in 1902. 
The numbers of the first named were below those for any year since 1886, and, after making every 
allowance for reduced marriage rates, owing to financial depression, and for the changed age condition, 
resulting from the stoppage of immigration, must, I think, be accepted as evidencing in some degree at 
least a deliberate determination to avoid the responsibilities of parentage. For the second time in the 
annals of Queensland the migration experience has exhibited a minus quantity towards the framing of 
population estimates, in both 1902 and 1903 the natural increase was trenched upon to make good 
decreases due to excess of emigration. It is satisfactory to note, however, that the deficiency in 1903 
was about half that of the previous year. 

POPULATION. 


The population estimates have been framed in accordance with the agreement arrived at at the 
Statistical Conference held in Melbourne in September of last year, certain percentage allowances being 
made to the arrivals and departures to allow for those assumed to have escaped record. 

The population so estimated for the 31st December, 1903, consisted of 285,297 males, and 230,233 
females, and 515,530 persons, an increase of 2,102 males, 2,575 females, and 4,677 persons. The figures 
for 1903 are exclusive of aborigines. In the estimates for 1900, 1901, and 1902 civilised aborigines were 
included to the number of 5,137; these have now been omitted, in compliance with the decision of the 


Conference, and the figures for those three years revised.

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The natural increase amounted to 6,275 persons, of whom 2,476 were males, and 3,799 were 
females. The decreases due to excess of departures, after making the allowances above referred to, were 
374 males, and 1,224 females, and 1,598 persons. ‘The large decrease of females, due to emigration, 
materially discounting the female excess in the natural increase. 


The natural increase for March quarter was a small one, due to a heavy death roll for the three 
months, but showed little variation for the other three quarters. The experience of the first quarter, as 
regards migration, was also unfavourable, the decrease from this cause more than absorbing the natural 
increase for that period, so that the population was less on the 31st March than on the Ist of January. 
This was partially compensated for in the following quarter, when the population increase was nearly half 
of that for the whole year.

The unusual experience of a large number of females figuring amongst the excess of departures, to 
which reference has been made, has, of course, militated against expansion during 1903 of the female 
ratio in the population ; the advance in this respect last year was fractional only, but with figures covering 
a period of 20 years has been more pronounced.

Whilst in 1880 there were 17 more males than females in each 100 of the population, that number 
had been reduced to 10 in 1903. State-aided immigration, for the most part, consists of young adults, 
and with the sex reasonably proportioned, with generally, however, a preponderance of males. This 
explains the recedence in the proportion of females disclosed during the quinquennium 1880-5. The 
following periods were ones in which the natural increase predominated, and consequently females were 
in the majority in the population increase, as is ever the case, unless, as in 1903, countervailed by an 
excess of female departures,

In the previous year the ratio of increase was 0.97 per cent., and in 1901 2.38 
The question of immigration is, perhaps, beyond the scope 


of this Report; but the natural resources of a country may be ever so great, yet it is impossible that 
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they can be satisfactorily developed with a population considerably short of one person to each square 
mile of area, whilst the natural increase, even under the most favourable conditions—and such can hardly 
be considered as obtaining at present in Queensland—would never suffice to create a population com- 
mensurate with the capabilities of the territory. 


If a comparison is made between recent experiences and that of previous years, the serious 
character of the decline in population increase will, perhaps, be better realised. An opportunity for doing 
so is afforded by the following table :—

The large addition to the population during the decade of 1881-90, due to the excess of immigra- 
tion, as shown in the first three columns of the table, numbering as it did 147,000 persons, would by its 
numerical potency alone prove an important factor in development along every line of production and 
trade; but, in addition, by the character of its component elements, it contributed largely to the other 


section of population accessions as is shown, more particularly by figures given in the last column for the 
10 years 1886-95. 


Arrivals and Departures. 


It has been found necessary, as already referred to, before utilising, in the framing of population 
estimates, the returns of arrivals and departures, as furnished by the Customs, to make certain additions 
to the latter for the unrecorded departures, A pro ra/é allowance is also made in the same estimate, with 
respect to both arrivals and departures by rail, to allow for traffic borderwise other than by rail. In all 
references to migration, therefore, so far as it is connected with the compilation of population, the figures 
quoted include such allowance. It will be manifest, however, that in all other relations, where detail of 
immigration and emigration are discussed, the actually recorded figures only can be dealt with.

The arrivals within the State last year, as actually recorded, numbered 34,329 persons, of whom 
24,289 were males, and 10,040 were females. This was 247 persons more than in 1902; but, whilst 472 
more males arrived in 1903 than in 1902, there were 225 fewer female arrivals in the former than in the 
latter year. The recorded departures numbered 23,600 males, 10,686 females, and 34,286 persons, 
leaving excesses of 689 male arrivals and 646 female departures. 


It is not found practicable to secure any elaborate return as to the ages of passengers, but as 
regards the seaborne traffic, a crude division into adults, children, and infants is obtained, 1 year and 12 
years of age being the limits of the two latter classes, all over 12 years of age being returned as adults. 
Of the arrivals 32,047 or 93.3 per cent. were adults, 2,180 or 6.4 per cent. were children, and 102 or 0.3 
per cent. were infants. The corresponding figures for departures were 31,508 or 91.9 per cent. adults, 
2,664 or 7.8 per cent. children, and 114 or 0.3 per cent. infants. 


Of the total arrivals and departures 63,625 or 93 per cent. were from or to the other States of the 
Commonwealth, whilst the numbers and centesimal ratios for males and females were 43,433 and 91, and 
20,192 and 97 each respectively.

Of the total number of passengers, with the rest of the Commonwealth, 48 per cent., or 30,244, 
went by sea, the centesimal ratio and number of males being 45.5 and 19,391, and of females 54.5 and 
10,853 respectively.

female population. 


The overland route would appear to be growing in favour, as the proportion of traffic borderwise is 


steadily increasing. To some individuals the sea voyage is a direct attraction; but these, probably, 
constitute the exception, and rapidity of transit outweighs with many all other considerations. The

No doubt the increased opportunity for travelling by pass, which the establishment of a Federal 
Parliament has offered, is responsible for a share of the increase, and the opening of another line of 
railway communication with New South Wales, vid the Tweed, will in the future tend to the same end. 


Separate returns of coloured Asiatic and Pacific Island alien immigration and emigration are 
furnished monthly by the Customs authorities at each port. These are divided into five races or groups, as 
agreed at the Conference, and the results of this collection are furnished in the following table;

Estimates of coloured alien population are framed in the same manner as those of the total 
population, with the exception that the recorded figures only are employed, as it is considered that with 
such limited numbers there is less margin for error.

Out of a population of 515,530 it is estimated that 491,844 or 95.41 per cent. were practically of 


European extraction. The like proportions of each sex were :—Males 92.3 and females 99.3 respectively. 
The Chinese numbered 9,490 males, 557 females, and 10,047 persons, or 1.95 per cent. of the total 
population; similar figures for Pacific Islanders were 7,959 males, 604 females, and 8,563 persons, or 1.66 
per cent. These two races comprised 79 per cent. of the coloured alien population.

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Population in Financial Divisions. 


An estimate of the population in each of three great divisions of the State is occasionally required 
in connection with the apportionment of financial and other matters. It would not be practicable during 
intercensal periods to frame by compilation in the usual manner any reliable division of the population 
into these different areas. Such particulars can only be definitely ascertained at a census enumeration, 
and, therefore, the arithmetical process of proportion has to be resorted to, it being assumed that the 
erates obtaining at the census still prevail. On this basis the populations in each division were as

By this means the 285,297 males, estimated as being in the State on the 31st December last, are 
apportioned to each of the great divisions as follow :—North, 71,438; Central, 37,032; South, 176,827. 
In a similar manner it is presumed that there were on the same date 42,110 females in the Northern, 
28,434 in the Central, and 159,689 in the Southern division each respectiv ely, giving total population for 
BAN division of North 113,548, Central 65,466, and Southern 336,516. It ewill be cpoted that there is a 
considerable difference in the ratios of the sex, the North possessing 60 females to each 100 males, the 
Central 77, and the South 90. 


Population in Metropolitan Area. 


The area embraced by a radius of 10 miles from the General Post Office has for a long time past 
heen accepted as the limits of Greater Brisbane.

There were fewer marriages celebrated in 1903 than in any year since 1897, the number having 
declined each successive year since 1899, when 3,449 were recorded; last year the number was 2,933, a 
decrease of 516 on the figures for 1899, and of 310 on those for 1902.

The latter half of the year shows a marked improvement in the number of marriages celebrated, 
the last two quarters recording 788 and 779, against 644 and 722 respectively for those ending March 
and June, an increase of 201 in the two former. In 1902 it was the first half of the year that witnessed 
the largest share of the marriages, so that the special decline in the number was experienced during the 
financial year 1902-3. There were 7 districts in which upwards of 100 marriages were registered during 
the year. In Brisbane 675 or 23 per cent. of all marriages were recorded; then Kennedy (Charters 
Towers) with 208; Drayton and Toowoomba, 149; Townsville, 124; Rockhampton, 118; and Gympie 
and Ipswich, 104 each. 
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Marriage Rate. 


The marriage rate—z.e., the number of marriages celebrated to each 1,000 of the mean population— 
is a fairly reliable index to the material prosperity of the community, and the financial depression existing 
last year was reflected in the low ratio of 5.7 In 1894 exactly the same rate obtained, otherwise in no 
year’s experience has it been so low.

The rates experienced in the early sixties, when, under State-aided immigration, a large number of 
young unmarried men and women were streaming into Queensland could not now be looked for, and 
probably a ratio of from 7 to 8 per 1,000 is all that would obtain under the most favourable material 
conditions.

Marriages by Denominations. 

Full particulars as to the number of marriages celebrated by ministers of each religious denomina- 
tion in each district of the State is furnished in Table No. VII. in the Appendix. From this it would 
appear that of all marriages solcmmised in accordance with religious rites of some kind 97 per cent. were 
celebrated by clergymen of one or other of the 7 leading denominations.

From this it will be seen that 142 or 46 per cent. of the total decrease of marriages in 1903 
was in the number celebrated by ministers of the Church of England; 56 or 18 per cent. by the 
Roman Catholic Church, and 47 or 15 per cent. by the Methodist Church. The only denominations 
celebrating a greater number of marriages in 1903 than in 1902 were the Congregational and the Hebrew 
Churches, the firstnamed celebrating 158 in the former year against 156 in the latter, and the lastnamed 
1 in 1903 and none in the previous year. 
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The centesimal ratios of decrease in number by the more important (numerically) bodies were :— 
Church of England, 16.08 ; Ronian Catholic Church, 8.68 ; Methodist, 8.99 ; and Presbyterian, 0.90. The 
latter church showing a numerical decline of 4 only.

Taking the 7 most important (numerically) it will be seen that whilst the fourth, fifth, and seventh 
showed, in 1903, a slight excess in the number of marriages over the mean for the decade the first three 
showed considerable decline. 

There were 200 civil marriages contracted during the year, 42 of them in the Brisbane district. 
This gives a ratio to total marriages of not quite 7 per cent. 

Evidence is not wanting as to the futility of forming any conclusions, as to the numbers or 
proportions of members of any religious body, based on the marriages celebrated by its ministers. It is 
reasonable to assume that the proportions of each denomination to the total population were for 1903 the 
same as the census for 1901. The following table shows, for the leading denominations, their ratio to 
the population, as returned on the census schedules in 1901, and their ratio to the total marriages as 
represented by the marriage certificates of ministers celebrating marriages during 1908 :—

These figures would appear to show that the claims of their particular creed or sect sit lightly on 
most individuals, for, whilst 37 in each 100 of the population were returned at the census as Church of 
England, the like proportion of marriages celebrated by ministers of that denomination was 25 only. 
Similar ratios for other bodies were :—Roman Catholic, 24 and 20; Methodist, 9 and 16; and Presby- 
terian, 11 and 15. The marriage ratios in the last two instances being considerably in excess of the 
population proportions. 

Birthplaces of Persons Married. 


Full particulars on this head can be obtained from Table VIII. in the Appendix. Persons born in 
Queensland are now the largest contributors to the ranks of the votaries of Hymen. The following 
statement shows the centesimal proportion of Queensland born to all persons married quinquennially

The number of natives of New South Wales married during 1903 was 426, of whom 253 were 
husbands, and 173 were wives. Natives of England numbered 935, of Scotland 249, of Ireland 315, and 
of Germany 117. Coloured aliens married numbered 86—namely, 61 men and 25 women—besides which 
17 aboriginal women were married to men not of their own race, of whom 13 were married to coloured 
aliens. 

Ages and Conjugal Condition of Husbands and Wives. 

On tabulating the ages of persons married, some apparently incongruous matches are disclosed. 

Thus one child of 14 married a man of 34, a girl of 16 a man of 42, and one of 18 an old man of 64. On 
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the reverse side it appears that a young man of 29 selected a consort of 51. Full information on this 
point may be gathered from the Appendix, Table No. IX., a summary of which appears in the following

Thus 2,534 or 86 per cent. of the total were first marriages, 7.e., the marriages of bachelors and 
spinsters ; of all husbands, 92.12 per cent, were bachelors; and of all wives, 91.75 were spinsters. 
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The mean age at marriage last year was, for all husbands 29.26, and for all wives 24.48, but 
exclusive of widowed and divoreed—that is, the mean age of all bachelors and spinsters—was 28.15 for the 
former, and 23.37 for the latter.

For the ten years ended 1903 there were 76 dissolutions of marriage granted by the courts of the 
State, or 152 persons were divorced, whilst during the same period 103 divorced persons were remarried. 


Fertility of Marriage. 

With a declining birth rate it is natural to suppose that the fertility of marriage would also 
decrease—that is, that there would be fewer children to each marriage. Tested by the ratio of legitimate 
births in each year to the marriages of the preceding year, the experience of recent registrations would 
confirm this expectation. The number of children to each family on this hypothesis was as follows :—

For the first five years of the decade the mean was 4.99 children to each family, and for the last 
five years 4°01, or a decline of 0°98, practically a decrease from 5 to 4 children. 


Degree of Illiteracy. 


With the general advance in education, “ illiterate” now conveys more than formerly, when the 
power ts read and write, no matter how imperfectly, was considered to raise persons from out of the ranks 
of the “illiterate.” As the majority of adults marry, the proportion of persons who sign the marriage 
register by mark is accepted as indicating the number in the population unable to write.

Thus of all persons married 98 in every 100 signed their names, the males showing rather better 
than the females, as there were 1.71 per cent. of marks-men and 2.01 of marks-women. © If coloured aliens, 
however, are excluded from the computation, the position is still further improved. Of the 109 persons 
who signed the marriage register by mark, 48 were coloured aliens, 30 males and 18 females. 
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BIRTHS. 


There were fewer births registered in 1903 than in any year since 1886. Of the 12,621 total 
births, 6,427 were males and 6,194 were females. In 1902 there were 14,216 recorded, showing a 
numerical decrease in 1903 of 1,595, and a centesimal one of 11.22. These are by far the largest, both 
actual and proportional, decreases ever experienced in Queensland. The following statement furnishes 
information on this head for the past 10 years :—

Tn every one of these districts, except Cairns, it will be noticed there was a decrease in the number of 
births in 1903, as compared with 1902. The largest decrease was in Moreton West, where it amounted to 
154, followed by Brisbane with 147. Over a considerable number of births the proportion of males almost 
invariably preponderates. In 1903 throughout Queensland there were 96.37 females born to every 100 
males, or 1.07 females more than in 1902, when the ratio was 95.30. In some of the individual districts 
in the above table, however, the female births exceeded the male, namely :—Maryborough, Enoggera, 
Cairns, Ipswich, and Drayton and Toowoomba. In the firstnamed district there were 112 females to each 
100 male births.

The mean for the 10 years was 95.86, so that last year the females were 0.51 in excess of the 
average for that period. In 1903, out of each 100 births, 50.92 were males, and 49.08 were females. 


Birth Rate. 


The birth rate last year, 24.6, was, as previously stated, the lowest ever recorded in Queensland. 
The following table shows the rate at successive quinquennial periods since 1860 :—

The decline since 1890 has been very pronounced, but has not been peculiar to this State; but a 
similar, if not indeed an equal, experience has been noted throughout the Commonwealth. Undoubtedly 
the changed age condition of the people has been to a considerable extent the cause of the decline. The 
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rates obtaining during the earlier years of those recorded were abnormal, and were only possible with 
relatively a yery large adult population, such as resulted from the inflow of continuous streams of 
immigration. With the surcease of these, population accessions were dependent upon natural increase, 
with an immediate and rapid advance in the ratio of children, whilst less rapidly, but as surely, time 
increased the proportion of the old. This, however, is insufficient to explain the decrease, and it is 
probable that the elaborate investigations made elsewhere would, if followed out here, show some of the 
same results. The simple and inexpensive test of comparing the number of births against the number of 
married women of child-bearing age shows that within the last 40 years the fertility of the marriages in 
the State has declined.

Census years have been selected for the comparison to secure accuracy as to age. Thus, whilst in 1861 the 
births numbered 246 to each 1,000 women of 15 to 45, in 1901 the number had shrunk to 137. Taking 
the legitimate births to married females of the same ages, it is seen that in 1871— this information is not 
available for 1861--there were 327 to each 1,000, and 251 in 1901, The changing age condition which 
resulted in a relatively reduced number of women of 15 to 45 occasioned a greater mean age of the women 
between these two periods of life, and this in turn further reduced the birth rate, as women of the older 
ehild-bearing ages are less prolific. 

The coloured aliens adversely affect the birth rate, as they do not contribute to the births at all in 
proportion to their population numbers. The children of coloured alien race born last year numbered 
112—namely, 69 males and 43 females—as follows :—

It is generally accepted as a fact that the conditions obtaining in populous centres conduce to 
illegitimacy. With respect to Queensland, the rule applies in the case of Brisbane, Rockhampton, and 
Townsville ; but the other towns show a degree of bastardy below that for the whole State.

The large ratios exhibited in the three cities mentioned is due in part to the presence of more than 
one institution designed to assist women in their confinement, and which are chiefly availed of by mothers of 
illegitimate children, who are thus drawn from other districts to which they properly belong ; moreover, 
outside such institutions, expectant mothers of illegitimate children resort to towns as affording facilities 
for hiding their shame; not to be had in the localities where they are known.

xviii. GOVERNMENT STATISTICIAN’S REPORT.—VITAL STATISTICS. 


DEATHS. 

The climate of Queensland is naturally so healthy that the mortality statistics compare favourably 
with those of almost all countries publishing statistics. Although for a short period of the summer, 
especially in certain localities, the temperature is somewhat high, and the people frequently called upon 
by their vocations to submit to exposure and privations, yet comparatively little illness or death results. 
Children are large contributors to the death roll, and chiefly from preventable causes. In 1903 there were 
more deaths recorded than in any other year of the decade. 


The number of deaths, and the death rate for each of the last 10 years, is given in the following

Of 6,346 deaths registered in 1903, 3,951 were males and 2,395 were females; the deaths in 1902 
numbered 6,204, consisting of 3,924 males and 2,280 females, so that the increase in the deaths in 1903 
was 27 males, 115 females, and 142 persons. 


Death Rate. 

The Queensland death rate, as recorded, is about 12 per 1,000, that for males being nearly 2 per 
1,000 over, and females some 2 per 1,000 below, that ratio. The death ratios for 1903, which were 
slightly above the average, were—Males, 13.92; females, 10.46; and persons, 12.38. 

The age condition of the population is, of course, an important factor in death rates, as it is 
inanifest that where young children and aged persons are relatively more numerous, other things being 
equal, a larger proportion of deaths may be anticipated. The quoted death rate for Queensland is 
favourably affected by this cause, and this point is dealt with further on in this report. On the other 
hand, the coloured aliens adversely influence the mortality statistics, as they add to the deaths in greater 
proportion than their numbers would warrant, and this notwithstanding that they are for the most part 


adults in the prime of life. ‘The mean population, the deaths, and the death rates of coloured aliens for

The 23,822 coloured aliens contributed 489 deaths, or a rate per 1,000 of 20.53, whilst with 
persons of European extraction the death rate was only 11.98. Japanese had a rate even lower than the 
latter, but persons of this race in the State are nearly all of them adults in the prime of life. The 
abnormal death rate of 35.49 contributed by the 8,621 Pacific Islanders is the chief factor in raising the 
general death rate to 12.38 from the 11.98 contributed by persons of European extraction.

Tt was to be expected that persons born in Queensland, although the section comprising most of 
the fragile infant life, would show a favourable mortality experience, because it also includes 
the major portion of the older children and of young adults. In the population 57 of each 1(0 are 
Queensland born, but these only contributed 46 per cent. of all deaths. Those representing the old land 
are passing away, as persons from the United Kingdom contributed 25 per cent. of the population and 
33 per cent. of the deaths. The same applies to Germans also, who numbered 2.64 of the population, 
and 4.11 of the deaths. 


Occupations of Persons who Died. 

By a reference to Table No. XIII. in the Appendix, information may be obtained us to the 
occupations of persons dying, so far as the same is recorded in the death registers. It would appear that 
97 males and 21 females were engaged in one or other of. the professions; 82 males and 154 females in 
the domestic class—i.e., in the supply of board and lodging, or in paid personal service. The commercial 
class numbered 213 males and 8 females. In transport and communication 180 males were engaged. 
In industrial pursuits 671 males and 19 females. In production, such as agriculture, grazing, mining, 
&e., 1,066 males and 14 females. Indefinite and undefined, including pensionera, &c., 96 males and 
137 females, whilst dependants numbered 1,546 males and 2,042 females. Of these 1,255 males and 
1,942 females were dependent upon their natural guardians, and 291 males and 100 females were 
dependent upon public support, either as criminals or as inmates of charitable institutions. 

Taking the four principal wage-earning classes, and comparing the ratios of the deaths in each to 
the total deaths during 1903, with similar ratios in the population as disclosed at the last census, and some 
interesting figures are presented.

The commercial class numbered 14 per cent. of the population, and contributed 10 per cent. of 
the deaths, wensport, 11 per cent. of the population and 8 per cent. of the deaths, and so on. 
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Mortality of Metropolitan Area. 

Nearly one-fourth of the population of the State is located within the metropolitan area. This 
large population, comprising a large number of infants, and loaded with the mortality of hospitals 
drawing patients from beyond the area, yet experienced a mortality rate but little in excess of that for 
the whole State. Details are furnished in the following table :—

The rate within the Brisbane registry district, which consists of the two cities of Brisbane and 
South Brisbane, was slightly less in 1903 than in 1902—namely, 17.31 in the former, and 17.75 in the 
latter year. The death rate in 1903 for the whole metropolitan area is seen to have been 13.02 only. 
The death rates for the other capital cities of the Commonwealth for 1902, the most recent figures available, 
were—Sydney, 11.81; Melbourne, 14.93 ; Adelaide, 13.83 ; Perth, 18.44; Hobart, 14.99.

Last year 491 deaths occurred in one or other of these institutions, 287 males and 204 females, 
iiiany of which were no doubt contributed from populations outside the area. 


Child Mortality. 

A distinct improvement has taken place in recent years with respect to the mortality of children, 
but so long as the deaths amongst infants range from eight to nine times as numerous as with the total 
population it is quite patent that much remains to be done. 

Although the risks of infancy extend well to the end of the second year, yet the deaths under 
1 year are for the most part accepted as indicating infant mortality, chiefly perhaps because the births 
offer a ready and fairly accurate population by which to gauge the death rate. The true infantile 
mortality, or the centesimal proportion of deaths under 1 year to the births for that year, are given for 
10 years in the following table :—

The rate last year, 11.99, was greater than that for any other year of the decade, partly due to 
the few births recorded in 1903; the nearest approach to it was in 1898, when 11.05 was recorded. The 
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mean for the decennium was 10.26, or 1.73 below last year’s rate. The latter, however, was considerably 
below the average rates for the various decades prior to 1890, as will be seen from the following

Passing from the consideration of infant mortality exclusively, to that of all children under five 
years of age, it is seen that during the first two years of life the prospects of surviving are much below 
that of the total population, but after the second year an improvement in this respect is apparent. The 
following table compares for each of the registry districts containing the principal towns, the ratios of 
deaths of children under 2 and 5 years of age to the total deaths and to the population ratios of the same

If children between 1 and 2 years of age and between 2 and 5 years of age be considered, the 
ratios are for the former 2.5 und 5.0, and for the latter 7.5 and 4.0. 


On comparing the individual districts it is seen that the Enoggera experience exhibits a very 
high degree of child mortality, for children under 5 the death ratio is about five times that of the 
population ratio. Mount Morgan and Kennedy come next, the death ratios of children of the same age 
exceeding the population ratios by 33 and 8 times respectively. These are both mining districts, where 
the death rate amongst children is invariably high. The mining district of Gympie and the quasi-mining 
district of Ipswich stand in this respect with a slightly higher death rate than the remaining districts, 
although about normal as regards the ratio for the whole State.

In 1902 the death rate under 1 year was 107.46, whilst last year it had increased to 114.38, 
whilst the rate for under five advanced from 28.45 in 1902 to 32.63 in 1903. The number of old people 
dying in 1903 was also much greater than in the previous year, the rates for the persons over 75 years of 
age being 136.27 in 1902 against 162.51 in 1903. 


DEATH INDEX. 

Attention has already been drawn to the fact that the age condition of the Queensland 
population was favourable to the mortality. The International Conference of Statisticians sitting in 
Kurope, recognising the effect that the ages of the people had on the death rate, decided to request all 
statistical offices to publish annually a death rate, adjusted as regards age condition to a common factor, 
and selected Sweden as the model, it being considered that this country possessed conditions nearest to 
normal in this respect, The following table gives for Queensland the result of this computation for 
1903 :-—

Causes of Death. 

The Registrar-General of England having adopted a modified form of the Bertillon scheme of 
classification, it was decided at last year’s Statistical Conference that the Australian States should use the 
same for the 1903 compilation. The classification for 1903 is not therefore strictly comparable with previous 
years, but the following table shows the new and old schemes in juxtaposition.

There were 450 deaths registered during 1903 of persons over 75 years of age—292 males and 158 females. 
This was 72 more than in 1902, when 216 males and 162 females and 378 persons died upwards of that age. Of the 450 
deaths during 1903 there were 10S certified as due to old age, without the assignment of any more definite cause. This 
is a much larger proportion of the total deaths oyer 75 than was so indefinitely defined in the previous year, the 
centesimal ratios being 18.0 in 1902 and 24.0 last year. Of definite causes endocarditis, valvular disease, was the most 
fatal, with 38 deaths, followed by bronchitis with 29, and heart disease (not particularised), 24. 

The following statement extends the quinquennial grouping which is carried up to 75 years of age only in the 
Appendix tables No. XVI. et seq. :—

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Of persons who attained 75 years of age in 1903, nearly one-half, or 47 per cent., died before 
reaching fourscore; 36 per cent. between 80 and 85; 13 per cent. between the latter age and 90; and 
3 per cent. between 90 and.95 ; only four persons exceeded the latter age, two of them passing the great age 
of 100 years; one, a male, attained the age of 103; and one, a female, that of 101.

Gastro-Enteritis —This complaint, so fatal to young children, has taken the place at the head of 
the mortality lists so long occupied by phthisis. There were 433 deaths due to this complaint last year, 
this figure representing 6.8 per cent. of all deaths, and 8.4 per 10,000 of the mean population. In 1902 
and previous years, under the designation “enteritis” was classed inflammation of all the intestines, 
including gastro-enteritis. These are now divided into enteritis (not epidemic), gastro-enteritis, 
appendicitis, and perityphlitis ; these together numbered 489 in 1902 and 623 last year, an increase of 134. 

Phthisis stands next in order, with 295 deaths in 1903. Under the old classification this term 
embraced tuberculosis of the pulmonary and laryngeal organs, and in 1902 numbered 458 deaths. The 
corresponding causes for 1903 were phthisis (as above given), with 295 deaths; and tuberculous phthisis, 
pulmonary tuberculosis, with 107 deaths, or, together, 402, a decrease of 56 deaths. The following table, 
which compares for 10 years the deaths due to phthisis, of necessity includes deaths from both these 
causes as given in the new classification :—

It has been frequently supposed that these complaints are largely contributed to by imported cases. 
There is nothing in the above table to justify the conclusion that this is so to any considerable extent. 
The 12 cases dying within the first 6 months of residence, or even the whole 18 deaths within 1 year of 
entering the State, may have been introduced, but even this is by no means certain, as tuberculosis at 
times takes a very rapid course. The majority of the deaths were of persons who had been at least 10 
years in Queensland at the time of their death.

Children; when attacked by tuberculosis, usually exhibit the complaint in connection with the 
alimentary canal, rather than with the respiratory system, consequently the deaths recorded in the 
earlier columns of the table consist chiefly of young children who, of necessity, have’been only a short 
time in the State although for the most part born there. ; . 

Pneumonia (not particularised)—There were 256 deaths due to this cause, which was just over 
4 per cent. of the total deaths, and 5 to each 10,000 of the mean population. As under the new scheme 
of classification this complaint has been divided under four heads, comparison with the experience of the 
previous year is only possible by amalgamating these: Pneumonia of all kinds caused 355 deaths in 1903 
and 454 in 1902, or a decrease last year of 99. 

Valvular Disease, Endocarditis (not infective).—Of the 227 deaths due to this complaint last 
year, 150 were males, and only 77 were females. This is 9 more than in 1902, when 218 were 
contributed by this cause. In that year also males greatly predominated, though to a less extent than 
in 1903. In the latter year deaths from valvular disease, &c., formed 3.58 per cent. of all deaths and 
4.4 per 10,000 of the mean population. 

Diarrhea (not epidemic) caused 193 deaths in 1903, which was practically the same number as 
in 1902. This is equal to 3 per cent. of the total deaths and 3.8 per 10,000 of the mean population. 

Linteric Fever (more frequently spoken of as typhoid) contributed 189 to the death roll last year 
This was 56 more than in the previous year, when 133 deaths from this cause were recorded. Males are 
more subject to the attacks of this fever than females, being more frequently exposed to infection. There 
were 114 male and 75 female deaths due to enteric fever in 1903. Of the 189 deaths 27, or 14 per cent. 
only, were recorded within the metropolitan area, although embracing 24 per cent. of the population. 
The deaths from typhoid have been generally distributed throughout the State, a number of cases 
occurring in the far west, no doubt due to the rain following on the prolonged drought. The following 
districts were the principal contributors :—Kennedy, 23; Townsville, 19; Bundaberg, Rockhampton, 
and Warwick, 11 each. 

Old Age—This term now embraces senile decay, and numbered 185 deaths in 1903 against 124 
in 1902. Although most indefinite and unsatisfactory as a cause of death, yet undoubtedly in some 
instances the failure of strength is so gradual and so general that it is impossible to attribute the 
decease to any specific disease or to say that any one orgar failed sooner than another ; but still it is to be 
feared that in some instances more definite particulars could be procured if sufficient trouble were taken. 


GOVERNMENT STATISTICIAN’S REPORT.—VITAL STATISTICS. xxix. 


Bright’s Disease increased from 169 in 1902 to 180 last year. Of the latter 114 were of males and 
66 of females. 

Convulstons.-- Another indefinite and unsatisfactory cause returned too frequently as accounting 
for the death of youtg children. A symptom only, ahd not a disease, it was given in 1903 as the cause of 
177 deaths, of which 99 were of ihales and 78 were of females, all under 5 years of age. There were 
174 deaths so returned in 1902, so that the increase last year was 3 only, pointing to an improvement in 
diagnosis, in view of the greater number of deaths registered in the latter year. 


Premature Birth—The 171 deaths ascribed to this cause showed a marked decrease of 37 over 
the figures for 1902, when 208 deatlis were so returned. 

Bronelitis, which caused the death of 85 males, 70 females, or 155 persons last year, is not 
frequently fatal to people in the prime of life, but is a prevalent cause of mortality with both young and 
old; only 20 deaths were due to this cause of persons between 5 and 55 years of age, whilst 47 under 
1 year and 29 over 75 years of age succumbed to the disease. 

Malignant Disease, Cancer.—147 deaths were recorded to these causes in 1903; but for purposes 
of comparison with previous years, and also to arrive at the true mortality, the whole of the sub-class 
uuder the new classificatidn must be considered. These comprise carcinoma, sarcoma, and malignant 
disease, cancer, and they cover the ground embraced under cancer in the old classification. At the request 
of members of the medical profession, and in compliance with the decision of the Statistical Conference, 
a special table, indicating the part of the body affected with these complaints, and the age of the sufferers, 
is inserted.

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The most frequent seat of attack with both men and women is the stomach; 55, or 22 per cent., 
of all deaths from carcinoma, &c., were in 1903 located in that organ. Passing a few cases of sarcoma 
in the very young, carcinoma is very rare before the 15th year, and does not become frequent until the 
climacteric age of 35; thereafter the mortality gradually increases until about 60 years of age. 


Childbirth.—There were 58 deaths due to child-bearing last year, and for the purpose of showing 
relative risks attending first or subsequent confinements the following table has been prepared :—

ADDITIONS TO REGISTERS.
